Hori Kounay is the son of Hori Oriba-no-Kami, who was

@ quarrel with his superior Ando-Tsusima-no-Kami, arising out 
of the question of a Treaty with Prussia. The father was 
generally supposed to be opposed to closer relations with 
foreigners. . 
® The rebellion of the Prince of Tsiosiu has given the Govern- 
ment a good deal of trouble, The three Daimios first sent to 
suppress it, found themselves unequal to the task, and seven 
others were despatched to their aid. Their united force was 
greatly superior to that of the rebel or Ronin army, which y 
the last accounts was surrounded in a villey of the Yamatho 
Alistrict, and would be obliged to surrender, or be starved to 
death. 

Our readers will have been prepared, from the letters of our 
Amsterdam correspondent, to learn that the Dutch naval force 
in the Eastern scas was receiving reinforcements. A 16-gun 
frigate has already arrived at Japan. Immediately on the ar- 
rival at Batavia of the despatches from his Netherlands Majesty's 
Consul-General, communicating the intelligence of the attack 
on the Medusa at Simonoseki, the Dutch Admiral on the station 
was at first determined to send immediately a squadron of men- 
of-war from six to eight in number, then at his disposal, to 
inflict immediate and signal retribution for the insult. It was, 
however, determined to await further advices from Holland, 
Meanwhile the Djambi, 16, frigate, called at Nagasaki on tho 
17th November, and reached Yokohama on tha 24th, 

‘The intelligence received in London, via San Francisco and 
New York on the 18th inst., of the payment of the indemnity 
for the attack on the Temébroke, an American vessel, in the 
Inland Sea, in June last, is confirmed by our present advices. 
The amount, $10,000, was proffered quite unexpectedly to the 
American Minister, and, if accepted, is to be paid to Messrs. 
Russell and Co. This sum, however, has nothing to do with 
the settlement for the attack on the IWyoming in the same 
locality. General Pruyn is said to have referred the latter 
affair to his Government, and will await their instructions 
before he demands special reparation for that offence, As the 
Commercial News remarks : “The Dembroke was not materially 
injured in the course of Tsiosiu’s attack upon her at Simono- 
seki, and therefore the penalty inflicted upon the Tycoon’s 
Government, and now agreed to be paid by them, for even an 
attempt to injure an American vessel in Japanese waters must 
have a very salutary effect upon the conduct of the Daimios, 
‘nd upon the Government also.” 

The same import of news from San Francisco asserted that 
& military expedition was being organised at Hong Kong, under 
Gencral Sir John Michell, for immediate employment in Japan ; 
that Kanagawa was guarded by Europeans; that the Tycoon 
‘was at war with the Daimios, &., &c. We need scarcely say 
that of the above there is not one particle true, except so far 
as the suppression of Tsiosiu’s rebellion can be construed into 
tho Tycoon’s being at war. 

We admit, with pleasure, that the Japanese have recently 
Witnessed an imposing display of British force, as much, no 
doubt, to their own intenso gratification as to the delight of 
“jolly Jack and Joe the Marine.” The Japan Herald states: 
—“On Tuesday (Nov. 24) the settlement was actually en- 
livened (so dull’ as it has been of late) by the landing of de- 
tachments from several of the British men-of-war in harbour 
for walking exercise. About 1,150, including 150 Marines, 
were formed in marching order under command of Captain 
Alexander, on the Bund, and, accompanied by the enlivening 
strains of the Euryalus’ band, marched out some four miles 
froma Yokohama, on the Kanagawa road, going some distance 
along the Tokaido. Many of the residents availed themselves 
of the inducement to a ride, and accompanied them, regarding 
with pleasure the evident enjoyment with which our brave tars 
entered upon tho ‘run out.’ The Japanese, too, appeared to 
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think it quite a spectacle, and lined the roadsin great numbers, 
making their sbrewd and intelligent observations upon the 
good order and brikness of the promenaders, The re-embarka- 
tion was well worth the inspection, and knowing that the same 
‘brave fellows would maintain p like exdillent onder were they 
Janiing before an enemy’s hottest fire sf ball or grape, none 
could witness it without a renewed feeling not ‘oply of pride in 
them, but yn confidence for themselves.” 

An “ Army and Navy Club” ‘bas heen formed iat Yokohama, 
which, though so lately established, bas, ander the guidance of 
the.indefatigable Hon. Secretary, Lieutenant Smith, proved to 
be of the greatest convenience to the many officers attached to 
to the fleet in harbour, and to the residents who have been 
admitted to membership. New and more commodious pre- 
mises than those previously occupied are found to be required, 
and have been secured. 

The withdrawal by the Government of the restrictions on the 
trade of the native merchants has produced the good effects. 
that were expected from it. “From the 1st to the 17th Nov 
(reports the Commercial News) 1,430 bales of silk had been 
brought into Yokohama for sale; and at the rate of supply 
during the last few days, we anticipate that our returns for 
the remainder of this month will show a very decided improve- 
ment. The improvement in the supply has yet had no effect. 
in moderating the late high quotations, which, however, may be 
said to bein the buyers’ favour, The supply of tea also hag 
been large during the week, and some really fine tea—a thing 
extremely rare in this market for a considerable time past-—has 
been offering, but at rates far too high to induce inuch busi- 
ness. Prices have ranged as high as $32 a picul. Our anti. 
cipations in raw cotton have been realised; the high prices 
have induced largo supplies, and a considerable business has 
been done in this article, The high prices obtained here lately 
for raw cotton have, doubtless, contributed in some degree to 
bring about tho advance in the prices of piece goods, in which 
—espccially in cotton and woollen imports—a fair average 
business has been done. We are surprised to find metals still 
so neglected as they are.”

“Our last report was dated the Ist of November, since then 
no political change has occurred; the greatest tranquillity 
prevails in the neighbourhood, and business is again reviving, 
It is rumoured among the native circles that the Prince of 
Satsuma is ready and willing to pay the original money indemnity 
demanded of him, being anxious to cultivate friendly relations 
with foreigners, and extend his trade with the open ports, 
‘These reports are to some extent confirmed by the fact of his 
agents having been both buying and selling to a considerable 
amount of late, and it therefore depends on what measure our 
own Government may direct whether the present improvement. 
will be permanent or not.”

DISMISSAL OF MR. LAY. 
Despatch from the Foreign Board to the Ministers of England, 
Russia, and United States. 

Tho Prince of Kung has to inform the foreign Ministers that 
Mr. Lay, the Inspector-General of Customs, having been com~- 
manded to conduct the purchase of steam vessels, has failed to 
act in conformity with his instructions, and has thus entailed 
the waste of the pecuniary resources of the Chinese Goverp- 
ment. He has further to remark, that any person whom thé 
Chinese Government may employ must be capabl- ~+ 80 con 
ducting business on bebslf of this Governme~ 8 to ensure its 
advantage in every way, if ho is to h- satvested with authority 
for the administration of affee Now in the ease of Mr. Lay, 
he has been in the ~t!pt of a salary from the Chinese Go- 
yernment #v che amount of upwards of 10,000 taels per annum, 
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nd has been treated with constant liberality. Yet having been 
Commanded to arrange the affair of the steamers, he has failed 
to do so properly and satisfactorily, and he has uselessly 
‘wasted the revenues of the State. 
‘Were he a Chinese subject he would undoubtedly be amenable 
to punishment ; but inasmuch as he is a subject of your honour- 
-gble nation * Great Britain * what is right is that he should be 
-dixoobod. .

country, and as regards the Chinese Government, it is inexpedient 
thet they should longer employ him. With respect to pending 
matters of business in which Mr. Lay is concerned, together 
with all monies and accounts, he has been called upon to send 
up everything within a period of four months and to hand over 
charge to his successor. During this period of four months 
the Chinese Government, in manifestation of their benevolent 
intentions, will still continue his salary at its former state. 
Tho Prince has further to add that ho has appointed Mr. Hart 
to the post of r-General of Customs ; and he commu- 
nicates herewith a copy of the despatches addressed to Mr. Lay 
and to Mr. Hart conveying his appointment. 

In addition thereto the Prince has further to communicate 
with your Excellency, and to request that instructions to this 
effect may further be despatched to the consuls of all the ports. 
A necessary despatch. 

N.B.—In the despatch to the English Minister, the fol- 
lowing is added after the words “former rate :”— 

“T¢ Mr. Lay fails to hand over all matters of business, 
monies, and accounts within the period of four months assigned 
to him for this purpose, the Prince will further communicate 
and request your Excellency to take the necessary steps to 
enforce this settlement.” 

Our advices from Peking reach to the 23rd November. The 
weather was intensely cold, and game very plentiful. It is ex- 
pected that the tomb ordered by the present Emperor, to be 
erected to the memory of Hsien-féng, will be completed early 
next year, at the estimated cost of four million taels. 

SHANGHAI. 
THE TAKING OF 800-CHOW. 

The Shanghai Recorder gives the following account :—This 
city has at last fallen into Gordon’s hands, The course "of 
events which led to the fall of the city may be thus briefly 
related :-— 

Under date of 22nd November, we learned that Macartney 
had had a very narrow escape from being captured by the 
rebels. He started from Pa-ta-chiao, on a reconnoitring ex- 
pedition in the country between Wu-lung-chiao aud the Shimen. 
His boat was seen from a rebel camp, and a body of horsemen 
immediately started in pursuit. The boatmen, of cuurse, in- 
stantly gave in, and nothing remained but to try a ta-o on dry 
land. After a hard run of about two miles, Macartney with his 
orderly, who alone accompanied him, reached Wu-lung-chiao, 
but the rebels had become too much excited to pull up, and 
Beemed surprised when the tables were turned upon them, and 
they wero forced to become fugitives. Another race now com- 
menced, The rebels got back safely to the spot at which Ma- 
cartney’s boat had been left, but while endeavouring to take it 
away, some few of them were killed. The affair, such as it was, 
counted for little on either side. If, however, any advantage 
‘was gained, it was on the part of the Imperialists. 

Meanwhile Major Gordon had left his position at Wanti, 
with s large force of Infantry end Artillery and tho Tsatlee 
steamer (commanded by Captain Jones), and had advanced 
towards the south-west for a distance of six or seven miles, 
He sighted the grand canal at a place called Fu-tau-kuan, dis- 
tant six miles from the west gate of the city. The rebels had 
thrown two dams across tho creek so as to prevent entrance 
into the canal, but these were easily removed. They had recently 
entrenched themselves in a series of eleven or twelve stockades 
extending in a line a little way out from the bank of the canal, 
on the west side, The ficld trains, one 32-pounder one- 
eight inch, the steamer’s gun, and the gun-boats, opened fire 
‘ two of the stockades—while the infantry, drawn up on the 

east vig of the canal, wore boing passed over in boats.. The 
sibole. afte afew rounds gave way in two of the stockades, 
Which were at o - antered by a few men of the 4th Regiment

while the Zsatles pursued them towards the city. They 
evacuated position after position, until the steamer reached 
the suburbs outside the west gate. The Imperialist casualties 
were two wounded, and the rebel loss was likewise very 
trifling. This victory completed the line round Soochow in the 
oocupation of the Imperialists. The positions held were ag 
follows. On.the south-west, Wulung-chaio ; on the south-east, 
Ta-ta-chiao ; on the north, Lu-kow and Wanti; on the north- 
west, Fu-tzn-kuan. There still remained a small creek leading 
into the Taiko, but this was threatened by Imperia! gun-boata, 
to be assisted by steamers if necessary. 

To follow up this victory, a force, consisting of the 3rd and 
4th regiments, under the command of Major Kirkham, ad- 
vanced on the evening of the 27th ult. to take four stockades 
and a breastwork in front of Ching’s position, and close to the 
north-east gate of the city. The rebels had been in the habif 
of leaving these stockades at night, trusting to their position 
under the guns on the walls. On this occasion, however, tha 
stockades, instead of being deserted, had been strengthened by 
a large reinforcement of men from the city. When, therefore, 
the disciplined troops advanced, expecting to have merely ta 
march into and occupy the position, the enemy opened a most 
destructive fire and drove back the assailants, killing and 
wounding a large number. We regret to have to announce that 
Major Kirkham lies dangerously wounded, having been struck 
in the head by a bullet. Major Brook has taken his placo tem- 
porarily, The casualties on the Imperial side were as follow:— 
Killed: Captains Wylie, Ohristie, and Hodson, Lieutenant 
King. Private Upshot of the bodyguard, and forty Chinese, 
Wounded: Four officers and sixty men, 

This reverse was however retrieved on the following day by 
Major Gordon in person, That officer renewed the attack 
with his whole disposable force, excepting the Ist Regiment, 
On this occasion almost the whole of the artillery was brought 
to bear on the stockade immediately commanding the breaste 
work, before the attack was made, and the defences reduced to 
ruins, About 1,800 men were then thrown across an inter« 
vening creek, and after a sharp struggle, the breastwork wag 
carried ; the rehela ratiring as bofore into their stockades. 
From these they kept up a heavy fire. They were quickly 
followed by the whole attacking force, and driven out of tha 
first and second stockades, though not till they had offered a 
gallant resistance, The remaining two stockades were evacuated 
by them, and the whole open country in front of the east gata 
was thus.cleared. Thirteen officers were wounded in the latter 
affair—five amongst them dangerously—and 130 Chinese 
killed or wounded. Two twenty-four pounders and a numer 
of smaller guns were captured from the rebels, who had 
evidently devoted all their energies to the defence of tha 
position, which was within about 1,200 yards of the walla, 
Among the wounded were Col. Brennan and Major Tapp, both: 
slightly. 

The Chinese Mandarin steamer JWawarra, F. Torckler, mas- 
ter, which arrived at Chinhai on the evening of the 21st Nov., 
reports, that dn the 20th, when off the Seshan Group, fell ix 
with a large piratical junk, with about twenty Canton and 
fifteen Ningpo men on board. Went alongside for boarding, 
when from thirty to forty stink pots were thrown on board the 
steamer, which, as is generally the case, paralysed the Chinesa 
portion of the steamer’s crew. Steamer on this went full speed 
ahead. The pirates, who were close to an island, managed ta 
get on shore, On this the steamer anchored, and lowered 
boats, intending to land, and attack them on the island. Cap- 
tain Torckler and Sankee, one of the owners in command of 
the boats, seeing the junk with the Ningpo men still om 
board (who turned out to be prisoners) pull up sails and stock 
for the boats, waited and took her alongside steamer ; having 
so done again prepared to land, The Seshan’s are very steep 
with no good place for landing ;_steep rocks line the shore 5 Om 
the heights above, fortifications are erected for the use of pirates 
in such an emergency as this. ‘From these places muskete 
were directed on the IUawarra’s crew, a8 they approached 
the shore, and when within five yards of the landing place, 
Sankee, who was sitting next to the captain, in the stern of tha 
boat, received his death wound, Captain Torckler on this 
decided to retura and get the steamer again under weigh 
(having only succeeded in killing two of the Cantonese), Aa 
the only plan by which’ they could have succeeded was ta 
attack in the front and rear at the same time, and not having 
guficient force so to do, proceeded to Chinhai for reinforeg- 


. day.” i 
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ments, which being taken in, started again for the island on 
which they had left the pirates. On landing there they found 
only two dead bodies, with no clue as to what had become of 
the other pirates. The supposition is that finding they were 
alone, without food, or any means of obtaining it, they drowned 
themselves. Finding it useless to stay there any longer, got 
under weigh, proceeded to Chapoo, and anchored 1,000 yards 
from the shore, it being then low water. Commenced firing 
‘on the piratical junks anchored under the forts (about eight 
in number), The pirates there use their guns well, and must 
have had long 18 and 24-pounders, as nearly all the shots fell 
over or within a few yards of the steamer. After doing all the 
damage possible, weighed anchor, and returned to Chinbai. 
Another crim, con. case came before the Court. The facts, 
as elicited on the trial, are briefly these :—A Mrs. Cheshire, who 
has been living for some time in Shanghai, accused Mr. Carap- 
bell, one of the Custom House assistants, of having inveigled 
her up to his bedroom, and having there made an indecent as- 
sault upon her, It appears by her statement, that on the 
evening of November 9th, Campbell called for her by appoint- 
ament at a quarter past seven, and, at half past, went out with 
her fora walk. On the other hand, Campbell endeavoured to 
‘prove that at half past seven that evening he was in the Cus- 
tom House mess-room, and that it was not until after that time 
he started for Mrs. Cheshire’s lodgings, These statements he 
established by the testimony of two other Custom House assist- 
ants, who on that night dined at the mess. Mrs, Cheshire further 
asserted that the walk proposed by Campbell took them in the 
direction of the Custom House quarters, and that when they 
arrived there, ho asked her in, and having taken her up to his 
bedroom, committed the offence with which he was charged. 
Campbell acknowledged having conducted her to the door of the 
house, but made no statement whatever as to whether he 
took her upstairs, He rested his case on the fact that during 
the time at which Mrs. Cheshire asserted thefoffence was com-

versed by him. The feeling of the large majority of foreigners 
ia Shanghai was that Catopbell had been hardly dealt with, but 
the swearing on both sides was so ‘positive that a decision in 
favout of either wats necessarily tantamount to a charge of per- 
jory against the witnesses on the other.

AN UNMITIGATED ! 

At last the man who hes kept North China, from January to 
December (both months inclusive), iu a state of ferment and 
anxiety—we mean General Burgevine—has gone from our 
gaze. He left for Yokohama, in the P. & O. S, N. Co.’s steam- 
ship Aden, accompanied by his faithful henchman William, and 
Mr. Benson—ox-Quarter Master General of his old Imperial 
levies. 

The North China Herald, of the 28th of November, eays : 
—It is stated that the rebels have succceded in obtaining 
another mau-of-war steamor, and that they have likewise 
captured two silk boats. The latter, along with the Firefly, 
are in the neighbourhood of Sanzali. The Feilloony left this 
river for Pa-ta-chino on the Lyth, with a quantity of ammuni- 
tion, and about fifteen hundred dollars for the payment of 
Macartney’s troops. 

We are very glad to see the foilowing letter from Mr. 
Webb, chairmau of the Chamber of Commerce. It is too 
often the case in China that addresses are presented to persons 
who have by no means becn agreeable to the iuterests of

Sim,—In noticing the fact of Mr. Lay, Inspector Generat of Foreign 
Customs in China, being about to leave that post, you say that “ you 
belleve that his resignation’ will be regreted by the great body of mercan- 
tile men in China.” 

‘As a merchant rayself, and knowing pretty well the optaion of my fellow- 
merchants, I venture to dissent from that opinion, and to say that Mr. 
Lay's dismissal, and the appointment of Me. Hert in his place, will gire 
great and univeral safisaction, ‘Tho merchants in China’ are Sell 
Pleased to see the duties well and even sternly collected, and not 
only do not object to, but approve of, foreigners being employed 
in “such collection; but they bave always protested, and with 
reason, against the arbitrary and uncontrolled actions of Customs 
official, whether ign or Chinese, amd the uon difti- 
culties thrown in the way of business. Mr. Lay is thought to be (whe- 
ther justly or not I'do not wish to argue) utterly regardless of the interests 
and convenience of merchants, whereas Mr. Hart has won golden opinions, 
by giving every facility to trade consistent with a due regard to the 

hinese revenue, 

Now that Mr. Lay's connection with the customs is at an end, it is not 
worth while to enyer into any other differences which exist between him 
and the foreign communities at the various open ports in China, for they 
are already too notorious; but I really cannot see why posans should be 
sung ta honour of one who, in various capacities, has done more harm to 
foreign interests in China than the lapse of many years will repair ; nor 
do I think that “the great body of mercantile men ” will be content to be 
represented a§ sitting in sackeluth and ashes, and mourning bis untimely 
departure.

HONG KONG. 


The Hong ‘Kong papers are this mail (as of late) chiefly 
filled with extracts and comments on affairs in Japan and the 
north of China—the south, which they are supposed to repre+ 
sent, heing next to nothing. . 

On the capture of Soochow, &c., the China Mail says :— ' 

« Hang-Chow will, no doubt, soon fall, and, failing other means, the 
Tmperialists will be able to starve the rebels out of Nanking. Between 
surrender and death, the Soochow army will, no doubt, cease to exist. 

‘+ Hang-Chow and Nanking cannot keep up communication; and, as 
the rebels have not now (as they had in 1860, whon they burst through 
the besiegers of Nanking) any lage smuy to help them from Kiangsee or 
anywhere else, they will soon be in a bad way. Full information has not 

yet reached us. A the date of our last advices Captain Murray and Mr. 
layers of the Consulate, who had both gone to the front, had not returned 
with detailed intelligence.” a 

The Jron Prince steamer which reached bere on the 8th 
instant, from the west coast, brought, as passengers, about 600 
adult Chinese, and 200 children from Thaifu, a Hakka country 
90 miles‘to the west of Macao. She reports the schooners 
Beaver and Tientein, also the lorcha Centaur, as following her 
similarly laden. ‘The occasion of this exodus was the termina- 
tion of @ contest which has been going on in that part of the 
province for many years, the combatants being Poontees on the 
one side, and Hakkas on the other. During the last twelve 
months the Hakks tribes have been the losing party, and being 
cut off from communication with their allies in Quangsi, the 
Poontees had no great difficulty in driving them from place to

“ There does not appear to have been any pecuniary demand 
made by the Prince Kung, either on the British Minister, on 
Captain Osborn, or on Mr, Lay. The Chinese Government 
appear to have been content to lose the money they bad re- 
mitted, seeking only to be excused from being saddled with a 
fleet, the expenses whereof were quite beyond their means to 
liquidate, Osptain Osborn consequently returned to Shanghai, 
registered the vessels as British at the consulate, dispatched 
them—part for England, and part for Bombay, They have all 
Aeft ere thie—and thas ends this singular act of officious, un- 
aeceptable, high-reaching interference.” 

“Tt should not be omitted to be stated that the substitution 
of Mr. Hart for Mr, Lay, as the Inspector-General of Customs, 
is a subject of sincere congratulation to the foreign community. 
Mr. Hart has ever exhibited a disposition to facilitate business, 
and to remove unnecessary annoyances and obstructions. He 
is, moreover, very popular with the Chinese officials. It will 
now be seen that the opposition of the merchants to the strict 
enforcement of the payment of duties was a pure un- 
necessary obstructiveness, and arbitrary confiscations for pal- 
pable errors, were all they ever objected to: 

“¥t should be further added, that during this juncture, when 
nothing but the clemency of Prince Kung affords Mr, Lay an 
immunity from being prosecuted criminally—and whilst his 
Position with the Chinese Government is most unseemly—yet

Continental Lntelligence. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Avereppam, Jan. 22. 

In accordance with the arrangement mentioned in my last 
etter the Second Chamber of the States-General met and passed 
the Ministerial Bill for a vote of 599,246 fi. for the current use 
of the Foreign Department, being one-half of the sum placed on 
the estimates for that branch of the public service in the pre- 
went financial year. Since. the estimates. were made up an un- 
expected demand on the finances of the country has sprung up 
‘on account of the Duchy of Limburg, which, forming an inte- 
gral part of the German Confederation, is bound to pay her 
share of the seventeen millions of dollars voted by the Diet to 
Gefray the expenses of the occupation of Holstein. Of this sum 
the two hundred and forty-eighth part falls on Holland for 
Limburg—making about 70,000 fl—according to the 52nd 
Article of tho Final Treaty of Vienna in 1820. The anomalous 
position of Limburg in its joint relations to Germany and Hol- 
and has always been a sore subject with the Dutch, who fhave 
tried over and over again to get that province. out of the German 
Confederacy, As, however, it is quite. apparent from their in- 
ternal dissensions and angry feelings on the subject of Schleswig- 
Holstein that theJ Bund is falling to pieces, the hopes of the 
national party are raised at the prospect of being at length re- 
leased from what was certainly a very injudicious and incon- 
venient arrangement to both parties, . 

After passing the Bill for which they were convoked, the 
Beoond Chamber edjourned till their services_are again required, 
and now the First Chamber is convened to-meet on the 25th 
inst. to confirm the Bill. 

Offers have been made by the Civil Governor of the Province 
of Groningen to,Mr. Stieltjes, the civil engineer so summarily 
dismissed from his appointment in Java, to undertake the su- 
perintendence of the new canals about to.be made in that pro- 
vince. That gentleman, however, has indignantly refused the 
offer, declining to have anything to do with the public works till 
he had received full satisfaction from the Government for their 
npjust conduct towards him. 

From accounts received in this country from Java it is not 
improbable that a fresh expedition will have to be sent to Boni, 
to demand satisfaction for the murder of a Dutch subject in one 
of the provinces of that empire, all demands to deliver up the 
xourderers having hitherto been peremptorily refused. 

Ina former letter I stated that the Netherlands Trading | chases 
Company had given notice. to the holders of the four per cent. 
loan of 1868 for five millions of florins, of their intention to 
reduce the rate of interest from four to three and a-half per 
cent., and giving the holders the option of acceding to these 
terms, or being paid off at par. It is a significant sign of the 
abundance of capital in this country, that of the five thousand 
bondholders 4,781 accepted the reduction of the interest, and 
only 219 objected, and were paid off at par.

CanpeLasga For Tas NiZAM.—A curious and very magnificent 
specimen of the style of Oriental luxury ia which the great native chiefs 
of India indulge in their is now being exhibited ia the Dudley 
Gallery of the Egyptian-ball. Itisa gigantic candelabrum of the most 
costly design and elaborate execution—a specimen of one of five which 
were last ordered in this country for the Nizam of the Deccan’s 

nt Secunderabad. The fact of such an order being given ia Eng 
instead of Paris is a fresh proof of the great stimulus which was given 
last year to English trade by the International Exhibition, and to no trade 
more than the manufacture of English cut and engraved glass, which at 
Kensington last year carried off the honours from competitors in all parts 
of the world. icuous objects in this class were the great glass. 
candelabra exhibited by Messrs. Defries under the east dome, and which 
were lighted with yas as darkness came on. On the last public day of 
the Exhibition an order came from India for five of these at £3,000 each, 
and for twe of the concave prismatic mirrors similar to those manufactured. 
by the same firm forthe Sultan's new palace on the Bosphorus at £2,500 
each—a single order for £20,000. The mirrorsand four of the candelabra 
have been sent; the fifth is now on view at the Dudley Gallery. Its 
weight is no less than three tons, its height is 22 feet, its diameter at The 
head is 10 feet, and its 20 arms carry no less than 154 lights, In all 
there are upwards of 4,000 pieces of crystal and coloured glass used in. 
the erection of this fragile structure, some of which are among the 
ever manufactured, such as the bowl under the arms, which is big enough 
to bathe in, being more than a foot deep and four feet wide, and all of 
which are either cut or engraved in every form of design which ean be 
executed by the wheel. As a matter of course, a great deal of coloured 
glass is introduced to suit Oriental taste, and at the wish of the Nizam each 
candelabrum bas been surmounted with a copy of the Imperial Crown of 
England, also in colours. The whole work would, no doubt, have better 
suited English notions of beauty had it been exccuted ia bright crystal 
glese only, but such simplicity was found to be at variance. with Oriental 
tastes, and coloured glass had to be partly introduced. The tints, how- 
ever, have been weil managed and harmonised skilfully. 


Sitewoams rszom Cana via Srseeia.—Since the appearance of 
the disease among silkworms, which has caused such serious loss to the 
producers of silk in France, several attempts have been made to procure 
seed from China. Some energetic travellers determined to carry the seed 
through Siberia, to protect it from the heat to which it would be exposed 
during a voyage by sea from China to Europe. M. Paul Maignon, 
member of the Agricultural Society, has just arrived in Paris, after having 
accomplisheda perilous voyage. Having carefully visited the southern pro 
‘vinces of China, and penetrated as far as 500 miles into the interior, he re- 
turned to France through Peking, Irkoust, and St. Petersburg, following the 
road taken two yearssince by M. de Bourboulon, the French Ambassador in 
China. He hes obtained a vast deal of valuable information, which may 
be most useful to those who may feel disposed to undertake a similar 
journey. In his opinion the supply of seed required in France is not to be 
found Ya the province of Tohekiang, as was generally supposed, but in 
the western provinces on the frontiers of Thibet, rather even than in Japan, 
Nothing daunted by the danger and fatigue he has experienced, M. 
Maignon speaks of extending his search at no distant period. It is said, 
moreorer, that the Memagtries Imperiales Steam Navigation Company 
have resolved to fit up cool compartments in their ships for the conveyance.

THE JAPANESE POLICY PROCLAIMED. 

Tse whole mass of the intelligence from Japan is but one 
continued proof of the correctness of the information which 
enabled us to assert that the views and tendencies of Prince 
Samsoata have been entirely misapprehended in this country. 
From Nagasaki, where, be it remembered, being in Satsuma’s 
own neighbourhood, his intentions and purposes are almost 
certain to be better understood than at Kanagawa or Yedo, 
wo have it stated positively that he is, above all things, 
anxious for trade and friendly relations with foreigners. 
That the indemnity agreed on for past offences has not 
yet been paid to Colonel Neate is probably owing to a 
delay caused by some Japanese forms of which we know 
nothing, since the belief current at Yokohama was that his 
people had junks not far from that port with cargoes of specie, 
or of goods, or both, to the value of upwards of $2,000,000, 
Another clue to the influence that produced the change in the 
policy of the Tycoon is obtained from ‘the further accounts we 
have of the rebellion of the Prince of Tstosru, who is the chief 
instigator of hatred towards Europeans, and the direct actor in 
the latest “outrages perpetrated against unoffending trading 
vessels, There has been published the order from the Govern- 
ment to certain Daimios named, announcing that Tsostv is 
“in open rebellion against the Mrkapo and the Tycoon,” 
having seized the commissioner sent to inquire into the occur- 
rences at Simonoseki (the firing at foreign ships), and that, 
unless he submits, they are “to take himself and every mem- 
“ ber of his family by force, and bring them to Yedo for trial 
“and punishment.” The Daimios thus ordered were at first 
worsted, the Gokara, or chief officer of the father of the present 
Tycoon, meeting with his death in one of the engagements that 
took place, Later accounts represent the rebel army as sur- 
rounded, and reduced to the greatest straits. Thus, then, we 
find the head of the anti-European faction at open war with 
the established Government, and suffering defcat, The further 
little incident of the trifling indemnity for the attack on 
the Pembroke being tendered without pressure and almost with- 
out solicitation, is another, and not the least, important link in 
the evidence that convinces us our past anticipations were well 
founded, and that a future of rapid and undisturbed advance- 
ment may reasonably be prognosticated for our commerce with 
Japan, Not only, then, are we now enabled to speak from official 
facts and documents as to the clearly notified intentions of the 
Government, but every mail that arrives adds instances of the 
kindly feeling prevalent among the nation at large. If there 
be any section of the Japanese dissatisfied with the removal of 
the bars that prohibited intercourse with foreigners, that 
section will be found among tho higher nobility alone—consti- 
tuting even of them not the most numerous though a powerful 
part. 














CHINA IN FOREIGN-OFFICE PIGEON HOLES. 

‘Tose who are in the habit of reading news from China, and 
of weighing what they read, must sometimes rub their eyes, 
and ask whether this jumble of disjointed provinces really cor- 
responds to our idea of an Empire. Even when the Roman 
Empire was in the throes of dissolution, the mere name of 
Rome served as a rallying point for men’s ideas; and to this 
day “ Washington D.C.” exercises a certain charm over all who 
had ever dreamed of a Republican Empire beyond the Atlantic. 
But what Chinaman cares twopence about Peking? What 
association has it with his history or his literature, supposing 


him to be of a soul aspiring to mandarin buttons? It is in this 
incapacity of the Chinese for any higher national life that the 
great difficulty will, we are confident, be found by any foreign - 
nation which seeks to reconstruct the fast-decaying fabric of - 
Chinese society. Therefore it is that wo revert to our proposal. © 
of obtaining 8 foothold in the north of China, which 
might serve asa centre whence strong ideas might radiate, to 
redeem the bulk of the nation from that utter apathy to public 
life, which is the natural result of such a state of society as hag 
been introduced by the Tartar dynasty of Miva. It is vain, © 
we fear, to hope that departmental jealousy at home can ever 
beso far allayed as to permit of the conduct of the delicate nego- .” 
tiations, which we shall have, ere long, to set on foot with the Pe- 
king Cabinet being entrusted to either of the only two boards that 
can pretend to any knowledge of Eastern affairs—the Colonial --' 
or the Indian, Yet if there is one lesson that the experience 
of our diplomacy in the Far East teaches us more clearly than 
any other, it is that our traditional routine of diplomatic fore. 
malities is utterly powerless in China. Merchants have long 
since discovered that in China they must incur tremendous re- 
sponsibilities, for which, however, they reap in return euormoua. 
profits, Everything is on a scale commensurate with the. 
vastness of the country and the population, with the exception 
of the space allotted to China in the pigeon-holes of the Forcign- 
office. There, the very lack of all that enables us clsewhere,, - 
even in Japan, to bind or to loose, to make treaties and bring 
to summary reckoning those who violate them—the absence, 
in short, on the part of the Chinese people, of national self. 
respect—instead of inducing anxiety and grave deliberation, 
serves only to lull the officials to repose, Were the most insig— 
nificant of European States to present the symptoms of decay » 
which he who runs may read in every mail from China, we 
should have successive relays of couriers on the road, advising, 
imploring, snubbing, and remonstrating. Here with a trade 
increasing in one port alone (Shanghai), some 40 per cent, 
annually, with new centres of enterprise springing up within: 
the heart of the country, with fresh landward routes in procesa 
of survey every year—some, we fear, not likely to benefit our own...i 
prestige with the great mass of the population—with all "this: 
before its eyes, the Foreign-office professes to wait the course 
of events, and is content to meet. each now incident in the great 
drama with its own stereotyped European formulas. We look. - 
in vain for any attempt to make available even the concessions .. 
which were wrung from the Mandarins of Peking by the blood 
of some of our best soldiers and sailors.

TO CHINA AND JAPAN V/A BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Ip one point more than another may be considered settled 
in what relates to the future of the world’s destiny, it is that 
the progress of invention has deprived the ocean of the prestige 
it had acquired as the safest, easiest, and most pleasant means 
of communication between distant hemispheres. The land has 
again asserted its pre-eminence as the element most adapted 
for man’s purposes in all respects—even for the requirements 
of those restless habits of locomotion which, whether engen- 
dered by the adventurous spirit of commerce, or by a craving 
for the excitement of travel, are so eminently characteristic 
of the present age. Railways and telegraphic wires seem 
destined to throw back the ocean from being tha magnificcut 
“silent highway” of nations into the position of a mere canal, 
of wider proportions than ordinary, excellently calculated, and, 
to that extent serviceable, for the heavy traffic that does not 
need and would not pay for speedier means of transit. Wherever 
a railway can be constructed, either to supersede or merely to 
shorten the sea voyage, there we may bo sure a very short space 
of time will behold the steam-horse snorting and puffing his 
way. The rapid interchange of commodities is so essentially the 

basis of modern commerce, that the many reasons which 
induce this desire for bringing all the centres of production and 
consumption as closely together as possible need not be recapitu- 
lated. They are known to the youngest clerk in a merchant's 
office, who has commenced the new year with the discovery that 
the more ho knows of gevgraphy the easier will he master many 
of the mysteries of a Price Current. No wonder, then, can be 
felt that ever and anon, at intervals lessened at each recurrence, 
we hear of some new effort, some new route, some new pro- 
jector, aiming at the shortest trajet, both for passengers and 
traffic, between Great Britain and the stores of wealth and 
trading activity that lie in theJFar East. It is worthy of note, 
too, that this grand desideratum docs not engage the attention 
alone of those whoJare resident at the two extremes of this 
golden chain. Wherever a route practicable for the engineer 
and convenient for the traveller is to be found, there, along the 
whole line, do we continually see advocates springing up, 
sealously setting forth its advantages and obviating objections. 
One glance at the Map of the World, following out indications 
with which our readers are well acquainted from former articles 
that have appeared in our pages—and coupling the much that 
has been done with the more that remains to do—will show 
that while we must Jook for telegraphic communication with 
China and Japan through St. Petersburg and Russian Asia, we 
ought to bestir ourselves at once to shorten the voyage for 
goods and passengers, by the agency of a railway, right through 
the British possessions in North America to Vancouver's 
Island. 

In British Columbia they are fully alive to the subject, and 
are earnestly discussing the best route for the railway to run. 
In a prize essay, just published in that colony, the writer, tho 
Rev. C. L. Brown, goes into the matter at length, and demon- 
strates that difficulties have been alleged that have no existence 
at all, or that have been grossly exaggerated. His statement 
is as follows :— 


‘There is steam communication to the head of Lake Superior; thence 
to the Red River Settlement a road could be made without much difficulty 
From the Red River to Edmonton the way lies up the valley of the great’ 
Saskatchewan River, navigable for 700 miles. This is described as a splen- 
did and extensive valley, capable of supporting a large agricultural popu- 
lation. At Edmonton the difficulties begin. ‘Thence to Jasper House in 
the Rocky Mountains, 400 miles, the country is swampy and bad, here 
is a coalfield here, and the seams appear on the surface, at some places 
on fire. Here the party from which this information is obtained (the 
party of Canadians who entered British Columbia by this route last 
autumn) built thei ighily camp fires of coal. ‘The gorge through which 
this road enters British Columbia is the New Caledonia or Jasper Pass. 
It is described as a natural roadway through the mountains, which rise on 
either side like a wall, to « height of many thousand feet. From Jasper 
House to Tete Jaune Cache, at the head oft the Fraser, the country around 
is rugged and mountainous, yet there is a valley through which a road or 
railway could be carried. From Tete Jaune Cache the road would pro- 
bably take a direct course for Cariboo, by one of three valleys, as yet un- 
explored, which appear to connect the latter with the head waters of the 

. From Cariboo the line would be taken to the mouth of Ques- 
nelle River, where it would join the great highways from the lower Fraser 
and (should such be ultimately constructed) from Bentinck Arm or any 














other seaport on the north-west coat. The whole distance between the 
heads of navigation, namely, from Lake Superior to Bentinck Arm, by 
this line is about 2,200 miles. It is preferable to the route by St. Paul's, 
Minnesota, because the whole course lies through British territory; and 
the Jasper Pass Road is more free from Indian molestation than the 


more southerly passes, 

This line of route, it will be seen, has therefore the twofold 
advantage of bringing us not only to the shores of the Pacific, 
opposite Japan and China, but of affording conveyance to 
that increasing string of emigration that will be attracted to. 
British Columbia by the further gold discoveries each mail 
adds to the allurements held out by the colony to the young 
and enterprising. No settlement has been so much abused as 
the one in question: no colony has had such a jealous rival | 
close by its side, Every effort has been made by the Americans 
of San Francisco, and Oregon, and Washington Territory— 
assisted, singular to say, by a discontented party here in Eng- 
land—to deter emigrants from proceeding thither. But the 
gold is there, on British ground; that cannot be gainsaid, And. 
what is more, further investigation has led to the conviction 
that the precious metal is to be found on the eastern slope of 
the Rocky Mountains as well as on the western. Never was 
there a line of railway projected so tempting in all respects to the 
capitalist. It commences almost at the outset by running along 
the valley of the great Saskatchewan River, a wide level flat of 
fertile lund, stretching‘away to the Rocky Mountains, and per~ 
fectly fitted for cultivation. The moment the difficultics of the 
route are met with, the constructors will be encouraged by 
finding that the progress they have already made has landed 
them in a coal-field, where that grand motive power in all 
kinds of vulcanic operation —locomotive, mining, smelting, forging, 
casting—actually crops up to the surface. The gorge in the 
Rocky Mountains once passed through, the constructors wilk 
probably become aware of their proximity to the richest gold- 
fields in the world by missing their labourers. Gold-finding, 
however, has its seasons, and when tired out or drowned out 
the navvies would gladly revert tothe rail or tramway—to sure 
pay, and less hard work. 

Neither, must it be remembered, is any portion of the route _ 
already without its wants to be supplied and its produce to be 
taken in return, The new Hudson’s Bay Company will gladly 
avail themselves of its agency to forward goods out to 
their stations, and to receive back their valuable furs. By 
adopting, indeed, the American notion of enabling the railway 
company to locate settlers along the line, the Hudson's Bay 
Company, who are the ground landlords of half a continent: 
lying between the Atlantic and Pacific, could not but be im- 
tmensely benefited. Their predecessors observed so much 
mystery as to everything relating to their territory that its 
capabilities will never be known till they aro in process of - 
development by actual settlers. The selfish cunning of the old 
corporation has been justly punished by their now waking up 
to the fact that the grim secrecy of their policy has ended ir 
letting a country abounding in gold slip through their ‘ 
fingers. Canadian geologists scruple not to say that two gold- 
bearing ranges, some 1,200 miles apart, will gladden the hearts 
of those who aro bold enough to venture into a region now: 
established to be no desert fit only for the occasional visit of 
the Indian hunter. A better acquaintance with it shows it to 
be a fine and noble territory, the interior of which, till a very 
high northern latitude is reached, has a soil and a climate that 
will amply reward the labours of the agriculturist, and, in its. , 
wilder districts, mincral deposits that will enrich the adven- 
turous miner. 5 

Once arrived by this easier and speedier route at Vancouver's. 
Island, there is little need to enlarge on the benefits to Eng- . 
lish commerce that would at all times result from our possess- 
ing this new line of steam communication with China and 
Japan across the Pacific. We should then have, what we can- 
not get by any other possible means, a communication through- , 
out along British ground or in British ships. That little strip 
of earth or sand between Alexandria and Suez may be closed 
against us at any moment. Our passage across that narrow, .. 
isthmus is by permission, not by treaty; and between the -; 
Pacua, the Scuran, and third parties, of whom there are too * 
many concerned, it is hard to say what complications might at > 
any moment arise that would result in the permission being ~., 
withdrawn, were it only to assert the right of withdrawal. We. 
will not go into the question of the time that would be taken in’ 
traversing the distance between London and Shanghai by this is 
“ north-west passage,” as we are not in possession of the full data |; 





for speaking positively on the subject. When the thing. ia «: 
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seriously taken-up, it will be found thet the economy of time will 
be much greater than would at first sight appear. ‘The voyage 
across the Pacific would certainly have the merit of being safo 
and pleasant ; and islands lie so abundantly in the track—to 
gay nothing of Hawaii—that there would be no difficulty in 
fixing on suitable ooaling stations, that, like all the rest of the 
ground trodden on, should be British property. 





THE COMMUNICATION TO CHINA VIA SIBERIA. 

Some of our contemporaries have a paragraph announcing 
that we can communicate to Peking ina week, As already 
tated in our last, the telegraphic line is now open to Irkutsk, 
which is about two days’ journey from Kiachta. The transmission 
of messages to Irkutsk occupies from one to three days, ac- 
Cording to the state of the weather, &. From Kiachta to Peking 
by express courier route the distance can be accomplished in nine 
ten days, or a total of say fourteen days from London to 
Peking. From Peking to Tientsin, and thence by steamer to 
Shanghai, would occupy about five days more, assuming a 
steamer to be ready for the purpose.

Travels and Adventures of an Officer's Wife in India, China, 
and New Zealand, by Mrs, Morun, form two delightful 
volumes, from the pen of the wife of Lieutenant-Colonel D. D. 
Muter, of the 13th Light Infantry, just published by Hurst 
‘and Blackett. The interest abounding in their pages will be 
ised at once when we state that they embrace a residence 
in India during the outbreak, which found the lady’s husband 
holding the rank of Captain in the 60th Rifles, The rebellion 
over, the story of the authoress wafts us to Canada, whither 
she accompanies her consort on a visit to his father. On their 
retura they proceed to China with the 2nd Battalion of the 
0th, go on to the Peiho, winter at Hong Kong, again embark 
for Tientsin, visit Peking, and, on getting back to England 
after the Chinese war was athing of the past, the Colonel ex- 
changes to a battalion in India, and obtains permission to visit 
‘New Zealand on private business, on his way to join the regi- 
ment at Calcutta. With such a variety of lands, and manners, 
and men to describe, it is impossible that an accomplished 
woman, jotting down her impressions in a diary at the moment 
of their sensation, should not have produced a series of sketches 
that have all tho reality and vividness of photographs. Then, 
professional subjects are continually touched on, and the 
Opinions enunciated on such topics are put forward in a decisive 
tone, as becomes the convictions of a man who has experienced 
the evils he desires to remedy—for these portions of the 
volumes are acknowledged in the preface to be the composition 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Muter. A residence of some duration at 
Hong Kong on two occasions causes three or four chapters to 
be devoted to Victoria and Canton, and these are certainly not 
the least amusing of the series. The authoress sums up a 
comparison of the Indians and Chinese, as the result of her 
personal acquaintance with both, considerably to the advantage 
of the latter. Sho says—

It is more like « 
broker's office, where samples only of the bulky articles are shown ; ships 
proceeding from the harbour to ports along the coast for Were 
the trade to be transferred to another site, Victoria would disappear as 
quickly as it has arisen, and the wretched and unhealthy rock would again 
become a desolate haunt of the pirate. How far the openings of new 
ports may have the effect of transferring the trade remains to seen. 
Canton is doomed, for only the most absurd regulations of the Govern- 
ment of China eould have made it the European mart for the commerce 
of that empire. The opening of the Yang-tse, the true channel of com- 
merce, mus have an effect ; the results experience only can show. But 
in the meantime our Chinese city is growing with a vigour that bids fair 
to make it one of the most consi ple of the British empire, and to shed 
‘on the nation no small credit throughout the Far East. 

T commence my sketch, as in duty bound, at the Government House.. 
If I exaggerate the pretensions of the abode of the Queen’s representative, 
the fault lies with the Governor and Lady Robinson, whose kindness to 
me has thrown over the place a rose-coloured tint. The house warm and 
gay in the occupation of one may appear dull and cold when occupied by 
another ; then the tints which feeling throws in may convey a im- 
pression. I doubt whether there Government House in any of our 
colonies equal to this, It stands on a spur to the left of the principal 
ravine, across the rocky bed of the torrent.

‘The gallery is reached by a stone staircase, whose 
winding eps may be seen between pillars of granite. A passage leads from 
the hall to the entrance at the back. The a ents at the sides and behind

oe cb of India about the place ; no stucco-work, nothing bare 
and empty; all was rich, massive, and cornfortable, The stables are con- 
nected with the residence on one side by a covered way, and the kitchens 
and other outhouses on the other side, giving the house, from the rear, & 
crescent-like ce. It stands some three hundred feet above the 
sea, with the town extending before it to the right and left, 

‘The city is built along the shore, facing the mainland. Much of ite 
ground is reclaimed fiuum the soa. Wherever I turned I saw evidencesof: 
energy and wealth—miles of granite quays, and good streets, well paved 
and macadamized, with rows of thriving young trees. The hos- 
pitals, Government stores, commercial depots, banking establishments and 
shops, are all of a food order of architecture. The most eligible sites are 
occupied by barraci any yards, ordnance and commissariat stores, But 
this expanding town will have a fine opening for its increasing commerce 
on the opposite shore of Kowloon. 

Randolph Methyl ; a Story of Anglo-Indian Life; from the 
pen of Mr. W. W. Inmzano, author of the “ History of the 
Siege of Delhi ;” London: Ward and Lock.

As to iron ore, which is extensively 
distributed throughout the empire, the Chinese are far from managing it 
well. Although severe and arbitrary imperial restrictions are placed o@ 
the working of gold mines, frequently amounting to prohibition, these re- 
Strictions are to's very great extent evaded by the Mandarins, whivse pos- 
sion is to hoard up these metals, like the robbers of Eastern story 3 ina 
country where bribery can effect anything, the larger amount they can 
thus acquire the greater is their security. ‘They can obtain at any time 
and at all points a vast aggregation of individual labour; but under sucky 
auspices, and labouring under such restrictions,'the mining operations must 
assimilate very closely to those carried on in the Pyrauees previous to the 
great associative efforts of modern times. 

‘Then, as to coal. The Chinese possess this article in abundanee, but it 
is unequally distributed. Some of the largest coal mines are amidst the 
rude and broken hills bordering on the River Pekiang, 260 miles from 
Canton. Those in the hills known as the Five Horses’ Heads are worked 
by means of horizontal tunnels, from the mouths of which the coal is 
directly discharged into barges on the river. The levels are kept clear of 
water by means of adits in the same position. ‘The Chinese have always 
proved tapital hydraulic engineers. The coal is extremely soft, burns 
with a strong flame, and emits great heat, As the Chinese bum their fuel 
in close stoves, they previously ‘char thcit coal in deep pits near the mines, 
and a living is gained by thousands in gathering the dust, mixing it with 
soft water, and then baking it in the sun, in forms convenient for transport. 
‘At Kelung, in Formosa, the coal mines, which outcrop on the hills facing 
the sea, are worked by the Chinese, and are sixteen milesin extent. They 
outcrop again in the acighbourbood of the north branch of the Tamsuy 
River, where the commodity is also procured, and brought down to the 
harbour for sale. The prevailing rock of the neighbouring hills is lime~ 
stone. . The lime used for domestic purposes is burnt out by the Chinese 
from the white nuggets of limestone that they unearth from the hill sides. 
At iKelung they use for this purpose the white masses of coral found in the 
arbour. 

‘The Chinese are fond of terming their country the “ navel of the 

je mhich, in reference to its natural supply of minerals, is not 
inappropriate. ‘The whole country. is evidently of volcanic origin; the 
nitrous quality of the air in the province of Peckeli, in most parts of whic 
provisions may be kept for a long time without undergoing corruption, is 
Prcircurnstance not less confirmatory of this than general geologic struc- 

nitable lustre given to the silks dipped in a remarkable lake 
in the vicinity of Nan-yang, in the province of Honan, can only be attri~ 
puted to the metallic exhalations with which its waters are charged.

Alultuugh the working of these deposits is 
forbidden by the Chinese Government, which in its arbitrary interference 
with trade and industry would compel the Mandarins to send to Foochow for 
the materials of their ammunition, the hills are literally alive with workmen, 
‘The demand which has sprung up at Hong Kongand clsewhere for purchase 
on European account, and the large quantity necessary for the manufacture 
of gunpowder for carrying on the present civil war, has naturally nullified the 
imperial prohibiton. — As the Mandarins cannot sell it directly to the Im- 
perialists, they dispose of it indirectly, and English and Americans take 
all they can deliver. The immediate neighbourhood of the mines has 
that dead, dreary stygian look and sulphurous stench which the traveller 
is accustomed to encounter in Tuscany. The straw sheds of the miners 
scattered over the ground are arelief to the eye for the prevailing grey 
and black, set off here and there by a red tinge of a stratum of clay, and 
the bright Jellow of sulphur crystals. A haze rests on the scene from 
the steam rushing up impetuously from between the crevices of bleached 
limestone rocks ; the condensed drops as they settle on the overhangin 
stones form long pendent crystals of clear sulphur, looking like petntieg 
mo:s, of a bright yellow colour. From the hills above streams of fresh 
wate’ tan dows into the mines, The filling of a pit freshly dug with 
water generates steam so fast that water is thrown up several feet, and the 
Tesourcling noite is almost deafening in the vicinity. ‘The mines amidst 
these hills would appear to have been originally worked at a lower level, 
for in the descent we come upon bleached sulphur-marked stones, and the 
remains of abandoned pits. Ona long reach of sand, 200 fect above the: 
plain, along which flows a mountain torrent, a sulphurous stream is con 
tinually bursting out at different points, rendering the water almost boiling, 
and strongly tainting it, ‘The sulphur is deposited about the stones in this 
stream in ochreous and white crystals, and in the deeper parts the rocks at 
the bottom are coloured of a bluish green tinge. 

‘There are no people in the world better adapted to mining pursuits than: 
the Chinese. ey have vigour of constitution, indefatigable industry, 
and keen and quiet perception, following up with almost unerring exact- 
titude, and wit Tittle waste or superfluous labour, the veins of ore on

elallic manufactutes are excellent, and the superior quality of some of 
thee productions may be quite as fairly attributed to the completeness of 
their refining process as to the richness of the ore.

JEWS AND SYNAGOGUES JIN CHINA. 

Tt has been long known that Jews existed io China. From the time 
when: the Jesuits their missionary efforts in the Celestial land it 
has been no secret that there, as in’ India and remoter countries still, 
smell Lands of Jews wero found maintaining ‘their peculiar national 
characteristics and engaged in industrial pursuits, It was not known, 
however, and could bardly have been imagined that they existed in such 
numbers as recent discoveries have shown they do. The following in- 
teresting narvative is published in the Jewish Chronicle. The incidents 
being communicated by a Jewish officer in the navy. 

“At the breaking out of the war with China he received his commis- 
‘sion as lieutenant, and went to the seat of war, and served under Com- 
mander Holling: Our ‘Sion was assigned a command EA Il vessel. 

ing three guns, for the ie of penetrating the rivers and 
reams of thee interior, ‘aed Porerenting! any. hodtle assemblages. 
In an engagement with the Chinese the lieutenant was astounded 
at recognising the familiar tone of the Hebrew language. Thanks to 
his parents, in his youth he had received a good Hebrew education, and 
was able to any n aconversation in the Hebrew language with the 
chief, who told him if he would give him up he would promise 
that they would not be molested, but permitted a free egress, 
and alto, if he desired, he would show him the city. The officer 
Accepted the preposition, and accompanied by him as a safeguard, and also 
'& body of men from the ship, they visited the town. It was an immense 
‘city, surrounded on all sides by walls and fortifications, and contained over 
‘one-million of inhabitants, all Jews. In no other part of the Chinese 
empire are there any Jews, Hero they are allowed every privilege. 
‘They can carry their produce to other cities, and trade with them, but are 
not allowed to emigrate. They have their own laws, and their chief 
Jewish Rabbi, who with-twenty others enact laws, decide 
d_deal out justice to the inhabitants of the city. In this 
vested ‘the power of life and death, and from their decision 
there is no appeal. ‘They keep a standing army of the young men of the 
Place in order to protect their city. ‘Their laws commend the observance 
Of the Jewish religion ; but their rites and ceremonies differ from ours 
jo many respects, They observe the Sabbath on what ie to us Thursday, 
Dut still they call it the seventh day, ‘Their synagogues are the most 
deautiful buildings that are to be seen in theempire. They are all built in 
‘One style, which resembles a mixture of the Gothic and Corinthian, and 
are ornamented by beautiful pagodas. Each synagogue is capable of 
holding over 2,000 worshippers, and generally consists of a large hall, with 
an arched roof all of stained glass, which presents a beautiful appearance, 
‘The roof is supported by pillars of variegated marble ornamented by fine 
porcelain cornices. 

“The holy ark is a beautiful stractereim-itealf and inappenashad by 
nitte steps of the whitest marble. On opening the doors and drawing the 
+euttain the whole building is flooded by the light which issues forth. In 

lable spot inside the ark candles are placed, which are kept burn- 
ually, but till are not seen. The effect, as may be imagined, 
is beautiful. ‘In each house of worship are three *saphorim,’ which are 
Written on pure white vellum. These are handled with the greatest care, 

-and only by the priest himself, “Women are not allowed to enter the 

syDagogues, except on holidays and days of festivity. In the aggregate

At the half-yearly meeting of the London Joint-Stock Bank, 
Mr. W. J. Lancaster in the chair, the profits for the six months 
were stated at £80,573, out of which £61,500 had been appro- 
priated to the usual dividend at the rate of 124 per cent. and 
a bonus of 8s. per share, and £19,073 had been carried to te 
reserve, which now amounts to £279,759. a 
At the half-yearly meeting of the City Bank a dividend’ and 
bonus equal to 12 percent. per annum, both free of income- 
tax, were declared. The reserve fund now amounts to 
£130,000, and the directors consider the time has arrived to 
take into consideration the expediency of allowing it to agou- 
mulate at compound interest.
